Adjourning the Parliament 
From the 17 of Avugult, io the 16 of November, 1692. 
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ES SIS 10 that part conjunatly and ſeverally ſpecially conſtitute greeting 5 
Foraſmuch as We, with Advice of the Lords of our Privy Council, did by Our 
Proclamation of the date the twentie ninth day of March laſt by paſt, Ad- 
journ thecurrent Farliament of this Our antient Kingdom of Szotlard, from the 
fifteenth day of April laſt by paſt, to the ſeventeenth day of Aug»ſi next, in 
this preſent year One thouſand ſix hundred and ninety two g And now inregard 
of. Our abſence, and that our Afﬀeairs in this our ſaid antient Kingdom. do not 
require the Meeting of our Parliament ſo ſoon, and that the Members of Parlia- 
ment may not be put to the trouble or charge of Meeting upon the faid day 5 
We therefore with advice of the Lords of our Privy Counci}, hereby Adjourn 
our ſaid current Parliament, until the Sixteenth day of November next to come, 
in this ſaid inſtant year, One thouſand fix hundred and ninety two, hereby requi« 
_ Ting all the Members of Our Parliament, to give Attendance at Fdinburgh on 
that day, in the accuſtomed manner, and under the Certificationscontained in the 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament. OUR WILL IS HE REFORE, and We 
charge you ſtritly, and Command, that in-continent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye 
paſs to the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-croſſes of the whole 
Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and 
Authority, by open Proclamation, make publication of the ſaid Adjournment of 
Our current Parliament of this Our antient Kingdom, from the ſaid leventeenth 
day of «A»guſt, to the ſaid ſixteenth day of November, both next enſuing ; and 
ordains thele preſents tobe Printed.

Reigz: the fourth year, 1692,
